A BARKING man has been jailed for his part in 
an armed robbery at a fast food restaurant. 

Christian Sankar, 25, of St Marys, was sen¬ 
tenced at Blackfriars Crown Court on Monday 
to nine years’ imprisonment having previously 
pleading guilty to conspiracy to commit rob¬ 
bery and possession of a firearm. 

He was one of three men involved in the rob¬ 
bery at the McDonald’s restaurant in Finchley 
Road, in Hampstead, in February. 

Shejja Rehman, 21, of St Paul’s Avenue, 
Slough, was jailed for eight-and-a-half years for 
the armed robbery having pleaded guilty to 
conspiracy to commit robbery and possession 
of a firearm. 

Andrew Nkomo, 22, of Lithos Road, 
Hampstead, was sentenced to 11 years impris¬ 
onment for the armed robbery having been 
found guilty at Blackfriars’ Crown Court in 
early September. 

A fourth person, Emily Cahill, 18, of Beaufort 
Park, Golders Green, was sentenced to 40 
months’ imprisonment having pleaded guilty to 
conspiracy to commit robbery and possession 


of a firearm. 

Sankar, Nkomo and Rehman casually walked 
into the McDonald’s restaurant armed with a 
sawn-off shotgun at 12.30am on Monday, 
February 14. 

Cahill, who was Nkomo’s girlfriend, was 
already sitting in the restaurant using an inno¬ 
cent member of the public as cover while she 
acted as a lookout. 

Once inside Rehman gave the shotgun to 
Sankar, who loaded it in front of the terrified 
staff. They walked through the kitchen area to 
find the manager and then threatened her with 
the gun before forcing her through to the back 
office where she was made to open the safe so 
they could load £2,000 in cash into a rucksack. 

Throughout Cahill sat with the innocent mem¬ 
ber of the public making conversation and act¬ 
ing as though she was not involved. 

As the three men were about to leave they 
realised they had forgotten the shotgun. The 
CCTV shows Nkomo going back to get it from 
one of the kitchen units before the three men 
leave the restaurant. Cahill walks out a short 



time later. All were arrested in March and later 
charged. 

DC Jim Laird, of the MPS Flying Squad based 
at Finchley, said: “We are pleased with the sen¬ 
tences the defendants have received. They were 
willing to use extreme acts of violence against 
the staff. 

“Had they not been arrested they would have 
continued committing violent armed rob¬ 
beries.”

Mortality rates above average

PATIENTS are more likely to 
die at Queen’s Hospital, 
Romford and King George 
Hospital, Goodmayes, than at 
the average hospital, a report 
has stated. 

The survey, by health research 
firm Dr Foster, says patients at 
hospitals run by Barking, 
Havering & Redbridge NHS 
Hospitals Trust (BHR) have a 
below average chance of surviv¬ 
ing their stay. 


More than 37 per cent of peo¬ 
ple admitted with broken hips 
were not treated within the first 
two days of their stay - 7.1 per 
cent above the national average. 

However, it was not all bad 
news for the trust, as the report 
found that the survival rate 
within 30 days of discharge was 
four per cent above the national 
average. 

It was also praised for its work 
with expectant mothers who 
suffered trauma in childbirth. 

BHR’s chief executive, Averil 


Dongworth, said while pleased 
to have got some praise, she 
queried Dr Foster’s data. 

She said: “The mortality rate 
published by Dr Foster is at 
odds with the Department of 
Health’s recent hospital mortali¬ 
ty indicators which showed that 
the Trust had better than aver¬ 
age death rates.” 

The trust has been carrying 
out data analysis with Dr Foster, 
which believes the hospital may 
have wrongly coded some 
deaths.

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‘Firemen’ guilty of armed raids

A GANG of men, including 
a former police officer, have 
been found guilty of posing 
as firemen and carrying out 
armed raids across Ilford 
and east London. 

The men raided premises 
including JD Sports, 
Eastern Avenue, Ilford, 
Barclays Bank, Upminster 
Road South, Rainham, 
McDonalds, Seven Kings, 
Martins, Woodward Road, 
Dagenham, Tesco Express, 
Manford Way, Chigwell, and 
McDonalds, Bryant Avenue, 
Harold Hill in 2010. 

Their modus operandi was 
to dress up as firemen, visit 
premises and then tell them 
alarms needed to be 
checked. Once they were 
inside, they pulled out guns 
and forced staff to hand over 
cash. 

Former Met officer Gary 
Griffiths, 42, from 
Babbington Road, 

Dagenham; Jason Stacey, 
38, from Chitty’s Lane, 
Dagenham; Joshua 

McEvilly, 29, of Hare Hall 
Lane, Gidea Park; Ben 
Garforth, 20, of Chadwell 
Heath Lane, Dagenham; 
Frank Nesbitt, 20, of 
Mildmay Road, Romford; 
Peter Henderson, 29, of 
Lymington Road, 

Dagenham; and Darren 
Lloyd, 36, of Pettits Road, 
Dagenham, were convicted- 
last Thursday after being 
found guilty of a series of 


conspiracy to rob charges. 

The group’s 25 raids came 
to an end on December 13 
last year. 

Two days before they had 
tried to carry out a robbery 
at Iceland, Chapel Street, 
Islington, but they left after 
the manager became suspi¬ 
cious. 

The manager then contact¬ 
ed the Fire Brigade, an e- 
mail was circulated - and 
firefighter Russell 

Williams, 39, from 
Cheshunt, Hertfordshire, 
tipped off Griffiths. 

Williams was found guilty 
of assisting an offender at 
the Old Bailey on December 
1. 

However, on the 13 th, 
Stacey, Griffiths and Lloyd 
tried to enter the Co-op in 
Gale Street, Dagenham but, 
after discovering it was 
closed, they drove off. 

They then entered 
Harvey’s Food and Wine in 
Goodmayes Lane, 

Dagenham, armed with 
handguns and stole the till - 
but the police were on their 
trail. 

Officers chased after the 
men, and they were arrested, 
and their accomplices were 
also caught by Flying Squad 
Officers investigating the 
matter. 

The Flying Squad’s DS 
John Kielty said the men 
were ‘highly organised and 
violent’. 

The gang will be sen¬ 
tenced next month.

Safe driving in winter

PLANNING a shopping 
expedition?

In the cold, wet weather, 
it’s even more important 
than ever to give your car a 
thorough check over - for 
safety as well as peace of 
mind. 

Ensuring that your car is 
serviced regularly is one way 
to avoid all the hassle of a 
breakdown - not foolproof, 
of course, but prevention is 
always better than cure. 
Tyres should always be care¬ 
fully checked as worn treads 
can be lethal - for you and 
innocent bystanders, as well 
as other road users.

Up until recently UK 
motorists hadn’t adopted 
the Continental practice of 
swapping tyres in the 
autumn for winter ones - 
then swapping back in the 
spring to summer ones.
